The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed C02 
concentration measurement device being comprised of a single-beam NDIR C02 
detector capable of measuring C02 concentration in parts per million units with a drift 
over five years of 500 ppm or less (claim 33), or a fresh air controller comprising a short 
metal tubing with an infrared source at one end and an infrared detecting at the 
opposite end of the tube, and two small tubes inserted partway into the side openings 
for allowing gas to traverse the length of the tubing (claims 37 and 62).
